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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicant has amended the independent claim 1 to overcome the prior art rejection of the 
previous office action. Claims 1-3 and 7 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement 
of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record does not disclose or suggest either in singularly or in combination 
the following limitations and other elements in the claims: 

References Tanaka (US 6.898.340) and Kaneko (US Pub. 2002/0176468) do not disclose: 

• An outer opening provided in a face the mounting surfaces, the device-side 
opening and the side outer opening being open to the device which is spaced from 
the device-side opening. 

• An electrode which is formed on the dielectric film and an inner portion of which 
is spaced laterally at a specified distance from the device-side opening but does 
not extend laterally toward the device-side opening beyond the dielectric film. 

• A brazng material layer between and securing together the device and the inner 
end portion, the layer not extending to the opening when molten due to the lateral 
spacings. 

Therefore, the above references do not disclose the claimed invention of present 
application and claims 1-3 and 7 are allowed.
